News period & phonic song will be done daily. 

Weather, day, date, month, year, attendance, any new experience of 
children, concept of today, tomorrow & yesterday and general 

knowledge questions will be asked to the children on daily basis in 
news period. (Pattern of News Period) 

Good morning! How are you? How is the weather today? What day 
is today? Today is Monday, yesterday was? And what will be 
tomorrow? If today is 3 rd of August then drew & count the 3 beads 
on the board and say today is 3 rd but which month. See the month 

chart and sing or say the months and stop on August and display it 
on the top of the chart which is placed beside the black board. Then 
write the date and month on the board and tell them about year. 

Count the children how many are present today. How many 
are absent (involve the children in all these activities). 

Ask them any new or special thing they experienced 

yesterday. If it is special write it on the board with the name of that 
particular child. 

Sing poem of the days. Phonic song will be sung a group. 
Basic concepts e.g. days of the week, months of the year, will be 
placed in the class from the first day. 

Other concepts will be displayed introduction. 

In free time when you feel children have finished their work you can 
tell them any story or sing any rhyme related to on going work. 

Extra work (booklets) can also be used in free time.
